Such aids to beauty are not on sale 
in the shops, but may be purchased 
secretly. 
Electricity is an accepted innova­ 
tion. 
It has been used ii Lhassa 
for seven years, the ‘juice" being 
produced by water power. The for­ 
eign workmen on the hydro-electric 
job also introduced wrist watches 
and clocks, and today every village 
iii the land has its watch repairer. 
Tibet, in short, is beginning to 
“open up.” 
True natives were sel­ 
dom seen outside its borders until 
a few years ago. but now there is 
an increasing stream of squarely 
built, muscular and hardy men from 
the mountain land coming into Dar­ 
jeeling.
